[Dusaidi] We are yet to carry out the negotiations. Our 
ambassador in New York is involved in meetings on 
the issue. Generally they agree with us, I think they are 
satisfied with the extension for three months. They may 
be having problems with the numbers, but we are yet to 
agree on that. And we think they will have to accept our 
proposal because we have thought about it carefully, we 
have done our calculations, and we feel that for the task 
that we have defined for UNAMIR, the force level of 
800 is adequate. 


{(Karangira)} If UNAMIR is to stay for the suggested 
three months, are we going to have any change in the 
mandate and responsibilities, or it’s just the reduction 
of the numbers? 


{[Dusaidi] We are going to have a change in the 
mandate: UNAMIR will stay just to support logistically 
the UNHCR [UN High Commissioner for Refugees} 
and other agencies involved in repatriation of refugees. 
It [UNAMIR} will also be involved in assisting the 
Rwanda Government, through monitoring tasks, to give 
that confidence for refugees to return. So, we have 
focused the mission of UNAMIR to the issue of the 
repatriation of refugees. And we just want to wait and

On the other hand, the radi- 
cals of the opposition are invited to join the government 
which is to be reshuffled, perhaps before the end of the 
week.

transition process more than five years ago. Similarly, 
Kengo wa Dondo has launched another appeal to the 
Zaisian people to embrace the ongoing reforms which 
have already yielded some fruits. The reforms are ex- 
pected to help improve the daily lives of the same peo- 
ple who, up until now, have made enormous sacrifices. 
This concern certainly explains the firm determination 
of the Zairian prime minister to continue with the policy 
of bringing sanity into the system, particularly the fight 
against mismanagement. 


Concerning the presence of Rwandan refugees in eastern 
Zaire, Prime Minister Kengo wa Dondo spoke first 
about the consensus building up within the Zairian 
public opinion concerning the departure or return of 
the refugees. He told the news conference about an 
incident that occurred this very morning in the east of 
Zaire where a truck hit a mine, leaving five dead, thus 
confirming the persistence of insecurity in the area — an 
insecurity which also justifies the decision to repatriate 
the Rwandans immediately. The Zairian prime minister 
did not deign to comment on what some people describe 
as a difference of views between the government and 
President Sese Seko on this issue, but quickly pointed

As the international community 
has requested, we do not want this to be done in 
disorder. We want the refugees to leave in peace and

Vice-president Al Gore swept through South Africa this 
week on his second visit — he was here for President 
Nelson Mandela’s inauguration 18 months ago — he 
was clearly here on the most important business of 
making friends. 


From his opening remarks at the airport on Monday 
night to the media conference on Tuesday, he empha- 
sised the two-way nature of bilateral relations between 
South Africa and the United States. 


Obviously the Americans have an eye to the Non- 
Aligned Movement’s view that Washington operates 
its foreign dealings on a simplistic dual-level basis 
categorising countries either as servile and uncritical 
friends or as enemies. The movement is concerned that 
the United States is pressing to get South Africa into 
the former camp. 


Certainly vice-president Thabo Mbeki, who was Gore’s 
counterpart at the meeting of the Binational Commis- 
sion, showed no sign of representing a government un- 
der duress. At a private function hosted by ambassador 
Princeton Lyman on Tuesday evening, Mbeki was in 
cracking form naking the sort of intimate jokes only 
good friends would dare to do. He even managed to 
bring out a joke or two from Gore, whose reputation 
for taking himself seriously is famous. 


Mbeki was elaborately kind to Lyman, who will be leav- 
ing South Africa next week. The ambassador's depar- 
ture has been delayed by the senate foreign relations 
committee playing political games over confirming his 
successor. 


The compliments lavished on Lyman were Mbeki’s way 
of emphasising what he called the "people to people 
nature of relations" between South Africa and the United 
States. 


Basking in this warmth, one might be tempted to over- 
look the substantial differences that exist between the 
two countries. Officials on the fringes of the Binational 
Commission did not. They decided that the McDonald's 
trademark dispute would be allowed to run its course 
through the South African courts. Commercial arrange- 
ments are expected with other companies like Burger 
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King, Toys *R’ Us and Victoria’s Secret. Thereafter, 
American firms will expect protection of trademarks and 
intellectual property in South Africa under the new trade 
marks act. 


No substantial progress was made on the American 
embargo of Armscor [Armaments Corporation of South 
Africa] products. Prosecutors in the United States have 
a list of South Africans they still wish to question about 
arms deals during the apartheid era. 


There is a feeling in American circles that the embargo 
is being used by South Africa as a scapegoat for it’s 
failure to sell the Rooivalk [red falcon] strike helicopter 
to Britain. In fact the aircraft and equipment did not 
match up to its rivals. 


South Africa’s compiaint about losing hundreds of 
millions of dollars in arms deals because of the embargo 
is put down as a bad business decision. If Armscor had 
paid the fine of some millions of dollars, it could be 
pitching for big deals. 


South Africa’s oil deal with Iran continues to trouble the 
United States, but less so now that there are concrete 
assurances South Africa would, under no circumstances, 
sell nuclear material to Iran. 


Indeed, American officials leave here with a repeated 
assurance that whatever differences of emphasis exist 
between the two countries, South Africa would not act 
in a way that might be injurious to national interests of 
the United States. 


It would appear that South Africa’s improved ties 
with Cuba do not fall into this category. Officials 
say the American protests about this have come from 
the anti-Castro lobby in congress and not from the 
administration itself. 


Officials did shake hands on something of a diplomatic 
breakthrough. South Africa is likely to co-sponsor an 
American resolution in the United Nations designed 
to move Nigeria away from military rule and towards 
democracy. 


The business in hand before the commission did not 
grab the headlines. A sixth committee dealing with 
agriculture was added to those already charged with 
business development, environment, energy, human re- 
sources and technology. 


The United States will spend something over a million 
dollars a year to train South Africans in applying solar 
energy technology. 


American sources say it is just as well some progress 
was made beyond the talk, talk, talk in Washington 
last March when the commission first met. The next 
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gathering scheduled for Washington in the American 
summer, could well be postponed — a victim of the 
election campaign which will be in full swing there.

Mercenaries recruited by Executive Outcomes are al- 
ready active in Angola, where they say they played 
a major role in forcing Jonas Savimbi’s formerly 
apartheid-backed rebel movement to make peace with 
the government. In Sierra Leone, they say they saved 
the capital from rebel capture carlier this year. 


Now Executive Outcome’s second-in-command, Lafras 
Luitingh, says the company is on the point of signing 
new deals with other countries. He has hinted that 
Liberia may be next — in return for cash or mineral 
concessions. 


"The company is negotiating to help in military training 
programmes in two other countries, and when this 
happens I promise you will be astonished,” he says. 


Nothing like this has been seen since the buccaneering 
days of the 19th century. The implications of an armed 
multi-national spreading its tentacles across Africa are 
Staggering. 


Executive Outcomes does not restrict its recruiting to 
South Africa — the mercenaries it employs to fight in 
Africa’s wars can come from anywhere. 


International Aleri, a London-based conflict resolution 
pressure group, has described some of Executive Out- 
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come’s 2,500 employees as “an assortment of former 
assassins, spies, saboteurs and scoundrels”. 


As true mercenaries, many of the troops recruited to 
fight for the Angolan government previously fought in 
support of Savimbi’s UNITA [National Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola) movement. They simply 
swapped sides. 


The company has a different interpretation. Its directors 
say they are bringing peace to Africa, and point out that 
they participate only at the request of governments. 


"We are trying to aid growth and democracy in Africa 
by bringing stability and foreign investment, said 
Luitingh. He said he was proud of Executive Outcomes’ 
record on the continent. 


Regarding Sierra Leone, he says: “Had we not gone in 
when we did and pushed the rebels out of the suburbs 
of Freetown, you would have had the same situation 
as Liberia. Does anyone want that?” (A truce has since 
been brokered in ihe Liberian civil war and a transitional 
government installed. ) 


Pilots hired by the company ferry troops ‘o the front- 
line in Russian-built helicopter gunships and its black 
recruits, who form 70 percent of the total force, have 
also been engaged in direct combat. 


Because the military government in Sierra Leone is 
short of money, the R105 million [rands] deal with the 
company is being paid for by the granting of diamond 
concessions to a sister company of Executive Outcomes 


In Angola, the company’s two contracts have been 
worth R!,540 million. The first was won in 1992 when 
two oil companies — Gulf-Chevron and Petrangol — 
hired it to protect a coastal oilfield. That, in turn, led to 
a 1993 offer to restructure and retrain Angola's armed 
forces. 


Company chief executive Eeben Barlow emigrated from 
the then Rhodesia (now Zimbabwe) to South Africa. In 
1983 he joined the apartheid government's Directorate 
of Covert Collection and in 1989 switched to another 
arm of the security forces, the Civil Cooperation Bureau. 


When that was shut down by the government of FW 
de Klerk, Barlow started selling services across Africa, 
offering everything from espionage to code-breaking. 


His company’s first 200 recruits were veterans from 32 
Buffalo Battalion. Others came from the paramilitary 
police unit Koevoet (Crowbar) and the equally notorious 
Rhodesian Special Air Service and Selous Scouts. 


Now the company hires various freelance “dogs of war”. 
Some are Russians who cannot find such well-paid jobs 
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at home; others include disillusioned white supremacists 
from South Africa, Belgium, Zimbabwe and Britain, 
who think they are still fighting colonial wars. 


But most are Africans, still fighting the wars of ex- 
colonial masters. 


Recruits are paid RS0,000 to R60,000 a month. 


But black South Africans are paid far less than their 
white counterparts and find promotion as officers almost 
impossible.

It adds that the funding was then taken over 
by the Defence Research and Development Council 
in co-operation with Somchem and that the CSIR’s 
[Council for Scientific and Industrial Research] Aerotek 
organisation was also involved.

Emphasising that the strategy was not a “quick fix" 
campaign, he said it would aim to combat factors 
which drive the crime industry. The causes of crime 
were “many and varied", Marais said, adding similar 
Situations existed in other countries where dramatic 
transition had taken place. 


A major problem being faced by the four departments 
responsible for security — Justice, Correctional Ser- 
vices, Safety and Security and Defence — was the at- 
titude of the country’s citizens. Despite strong public 
concern about crime, there was still a "degree to which 
people in South Africa are still tolerant of crime”. 


The link between poverty and crime was far more com- 
plex than initially thought following the discovery of 
widespread fraud and white collar crime, especially 
among high income earners in South Africa, which 
Marais described as “investment friendly” for large in- 
ternational criminal syndicates. He said the development 
of a human rights culture would "not automatically lead 
to reduced crime levels". What was needed was proper 
information and understanding of crimes and the jus- 
tice system, such as whether prison sentences actually 
served as a deterrent. 


The strategy would focus on certain identified areas. 
These included: 


— An integrated information system on suspects, con- 
victs and those who had been through the criminal jus- 
tice system; 


— Examination of the feasibility of an entirely new 
identity system for citizens, because the present system 
allowed for easily forged ID documents and fraud; 


— A national education initiative to teach people to use 
the criminal justice system effectively; 


— Addressing lack of efficiency in the departments of 
Justice, Correctional Services and Police; 


— Strategies to deal with internationally based crime

— Special efforts to deal with crimes against women 
and children.

Police say they are sending two pathologists to the area 
to pick up the dead bodies and find out the cause of 
deaths and things like that. 


[Hazeley] And is the government not saying anything 
whatsoever? 


[Mwiinga] So far there has been no reaction from 
the government, but a traditional ruler in the area has 
appealed to government to declare the area a disaster 
area and he also plans to sue the government to force it 
to compensate the villagers. 


[Hazeley] What do people away from the scene of the 
disaster, you know, say to all this? Are they appalled? 


[Mwiinga] Yes, well, the general perception is that 
the Army is getting a lot more undisciplined than it 
was before and people attribute this to the lack of 
a strong, you know, leadership. Everybody says the 
government is not really in control of anything anymore.
